WISCONSIN LIBRARY ASSOCIATION CONFERENCE, OCTOBER 5-7, 1950 





THE FIFTY<NINTH ANNUAL CONFERENCE OF THE WISCONSIN LIBRARY ASSOCIATION WAS HELD 
at Epuraim, Octoser 5-7, 1950, 


THE THREE=DAY SESSION OPENED WITH A BUSINESS MEETING AT TEN O'CLOCK AT THE 
VILLAGE HALL WITH PRESIDENT DOROTHEA KRAUSE PRESIDING. THE PRESIDENT ‘'S REPORT WAS 
READ ANO PLACED ON FILE. THE REPORT OF TREASURER, IONE NELSON, WAS READ AND PLACED 
ON FILE. 


BENTON WILCOX READ THE REPORT OF THE ConSTITUTIONAL AMENDMENT COMMITTEE. THE 
REPORT WAS ACCEPTED AS READ. MR. WILCOX MOVED THAT THE AMENDMENTS PROPOSED AT LAST 
YEAR*’S MEETING BE TABLED INDEFINITELY, THE MOTION WAS SECONDED ANDO CARRIED. THE 
PROPOSED REVISION OF THE CONSTITUTION WAS READ ARTICLE BY ARTICLE AND DISCUSSED. IT 
WAS MOVED BY SyBIL ScHUETTE THAT ARTICLE | OF THE BY-LAWS INCLUDE CONTRIBUTING COM= 
MERCTAL ORGANIZATION OUES OF $5.00, THE MOTION WAS SECONDED AND CARRIED. ARTICLE I] 
OF THE By=LAWS REGARDING THE ELECTION OF OFFICERS WAS DISCUSSED AND IT WAS DECIDED TO 
POSTPONE ACTION ON THIS ARTICLE UNTIL A BUSINESS MEETING SCHEDULED LATER IN THE CON@= 
FERENCE, THE PRESIDENT READ GREETINGS FROM CLARENCE R. GraHam, PRESIDENT OF A.L.A. 
THE BUSINESS MEETING WAS ADJOURNED UNTIL FRIDAY.

VIEWS FOR FREE@™ UPON RECEIVING THE ASSURANCE THAT IT WAS DONE, THE TONE AND QUALITY

BOARDS OF TRUSTEES, ADVISORS FROM THE UNIVERSITY AND EX SEWHERE, SET TO WORK. The 
DRAFTS OF THE LAW WERE WIDELY DISCUSSED AND CRITICIZED, QUANTITIES OF CORRESPOND= 
ENCE WERE EXCHANGED, AND THE BILL WENT FORWARD IN SUCCESS!VE STAGES FROM AN IDEA TO

THE THIRD RECOMMENDATION THAT THE COMMISSION’S BUDGET BE STRENGTHENED WAS 
OUTLINED IN A RECOMMENDATION PRESENTED FOR THE COMMISSION'S CONSIDERATION AT iTS 
MEETING IN SEPTEMBER 1948, THE REPORT WAS EXTENSIVE AND REPRESENTED MANY HOURS OF 
HARD WORK BY COMMITTEE MEMBERS. THIS REPORT WAS ENDORSED BY THE COMMISSION AND IT 
NO DOUBT ASSISTED IN GETTING AN ENLARGED ALTHOUGH NOT COMPLETELY SATISFACTORY BUD= 
GET FOR THE BIENN!UM, THe CommiTTEE, THE BOARD OF W.L.A., AND THE WISCONSIN Li- 
BRARIANS ACTIVELY SUPPORTED THE BUDGEY THAT WAS PRESENTED in November 1948 AND ACT— 
ED UPON BY THE 1949 LEGISLATURE. 


During 1949 tHe CommMiTTEE EXPERIENCED A CHANGE {!N MEMBERSHIP AND A CHANGE IN

NEW SUMMER COURSE AT THE UNIVERSITY FOR SECOND GRADE CERTIFICATION, IT LATER EN@= 
DORSED SUBSTITUTION OF THE UNIVERSITY EXTENSION COURSES FOR THE OLD "SIX-WEEK 
COURSE”. 


Ay tue SepremBer 1949 MEETING THE COMMITTEE DISCUSSED THE STANDARDS FOR THE 
SELECTION OF THE DEMONSTRATION AREA. THESE STANDARDS WERE SUBMITTED TO THE COMMIS— 
SION AND AFTER SOME MODIFICATION WERE ADOPTED AND PUBLISHED, AT THIS MEETING OF 
THE COMMISSION APPROVAL WAS GIVEN THE RECOMMENDATION THAT W.L.A. REPRESENTATIVES BE 
APPOINTED ON A STAGGERED BASIS IN ORDER TO ALLOW ONE APPOINTEE ‘S TERM TO CARRY OVER 
FROM THE TERM OF ONE W.L.A. PRESIDENT TO THE SUCCEEDING PRESIDENT, JHIS PROPOSAL 
WAS TRANSMITTED TO W.L.A. AND APPROVED BY {TS BOARD. THE COMMISSION ALSO AGREED
